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Ellsworth schools set June 13 millage vote

ELLSWORTH — The Ellsworth schools will seek 
the 18 mills on non-homestead property needed to get 
guaranteed state money, and 3 enhancement mills, the 
maximum allowable, at its annual school election 
June 13. 

The millages, decided upon by the Ellsworth School 
Board at its May 9 meeting, will be sought foronly one 
school year. That means another millage election 
would be necessary in 1995. 

The board could have set up the millage for as many 
as 20 years, according to the state constitution. While 
a multi-year millage would, according to superinten- 
dent Rick Diebold, “really keep the voters out of the 
millage business, like they were promised in the 
Proposal A election,” Diebold and the board con- 
cluded that a one-year millage would be best for their 
school system right now. 

“Traditionally, we’ve asked for millages for one 
year,” Diebold said. “Going with a single year, stay- 
ing the way we've been, might lessen confusion 
among voters. 

“Maybe next year or the year after, when voters are 
more accustomed to the new school financing, we 
might want to go multi-year.” 

The millages will actually be three different ballot 
issues at the June 13 election. In addition to the 18 


mills on non-homestead property, the 3 enhancement 
mills will be split into two requests: 

@ A 1.5 mill request (on all property) to continue 
to upgrade computers, hardware and textbooks. 

M@ Another 1.5 mills (on all property) for building 
and site enhancement, to include upgrading or replac- 
ing the 1935 boiler and heating plant. 

The 1.5 mills would generate approximately $54,000 
based on last years’ state equalized values. Diebold 
said that the school hadn’t yet received word on 
homestead and non-homestead designations within 
the district, so he couldn’t guess on a dollar figure for 
the 18 non-homestead mills sought. 

Some board members admitted that they were ner- 
vous about getting the millages passed. Trustee Chet 
Drenth worried that a domino effect could take place 
locally. 

“T think we’re going to see some defeats in commu- 
nities not too far from home,” he said. “Once people 
get all worked up and talk to one another... I hope it 
doesn’t trickle over here.” 

Board president Bud Tornga said he doesn’t think 
voters will punish their school district if they’re angry 
with someone else. 

“I think we've got the community behind us. We’ve 
been honest with them,” he said. 

“It’s not us that screwed it up; it was Lansing that 
screwed it up,” Tomga continued. “Our voters have 
no faith in those people down there anymore.”

Residents protest rising assessments

Assessments on Echo 
Township residential 
property in this area rose 
an average of 14.37 per- 
centin 1994, In anhourof 
heated dialogue at the 
May 3 meeting, several 
residents vented their 
frustration over the in- 
crease. 

Among the most vocal 
was audience member 
Larry Phaneuf, who said 
he represents numerous 
discontented property 
owners, 

Phaneuf is in the pro- 
cess of comparing figures 
on all 900 township par- 
cels. With about 200 done 
so far, the Bartholomew 
Road resident said he is 
seeing “a vast disparity” 
in assessments. 

In addition, Phaneuf 
said he’s been tracking 
assessments on 60 local 
parcels for over 10 years, 
“and I can prove to any- 
body on the face of the 
earth that it’s not equal,” 

Much of his criticism 
was directed at assessor 
Pat Niepoth, who is cur- 


rently updating assess- 
ments that haven’t been 
reviewed since 1979. He 
targeted herlack of phone 
availability and failure to 
visit his property in per- 
son, 

Nicpoth, who was not 
present at the meeting, 
subsequently stated she 
returns all phone and has 
visited several township 
propertics to discuss own- 
ers’ questions. Although 
they spoke at the last two 
Board of Review ses- 
sions, Phaneuf never at- 
tempted to make further 
contact with her, she said. 

So far, Niepoth has up- 
dated 14 of the township’s 
36 sections. 

Basically, the law re- 
quires that assessments 
equal 50 percent of the 
property's market value. 

While every new 
homeowner pays the full 
amount, without reap- 
praisal long-time resi- 
dents continue to be as- 
sessed on the home’s 
Original purchase price. 
Even with equalization 
factors raising SEVs over 
the years, the end result 
typically falls far short of 


current value. To bring 
such properties back into 
compliance, reappraisals 
are recommended every 
10 years. 

All homes are visited in 
person during the process, 
at which time the asses- 
sortakes outside measure- 
ments and notes any ad- 
ditions or improvements. 
While it’s not necessary 
forherto goinside homes, 
Niepoth talks with 
homeowners or leaves a 
card to alert them of her 
visit, she said. 

If errors are made, as- 
sessments can be ad- 
justed. 

Although the process is 
a demanding one, reap- 
praisal is fairerto all prop- 
erty owners, who may 
otherwise receive across- 
the-board increases to 
bring the township’s 
equalized value into line 
with county figures, 
Nicpoth noted. 

In addition, townships 
that fail to update obso- 
lete assessments can have 
that responsibility taken 
over by the state. Then a

New town hall fees challenged 


Charge more - or less, Echo residents say

A_ recently imple- 
mented policy charging a 
flat fee for users of the 
Echo Township hall may 
be revised. 

Several members of the 
Six Mile Lake Associa- 
tion protested the new $50 
charge at the May 3 meet- 
ing. Previously, township 
residents enjoyed free use 
of the facility. 

“We are turning it over 
to a lady to run,” town- 
ship supervisor Robert 
Pearsall told an audience 
of about 25. “We tried it 
ourselves last year, and it 
was a catastrophe.” 

Pearsall cited theft, 
property damage and the 
mess left by some users 
as prompting the decision 
to hire outside help. 

The local resident re- 
cruited for the job will 
schedule events, open and 
close the hall, perform 
clean-up duties and take 
inventory after each use, 
he said. In retum, she will 
receive the entire $50 fee. 

“We're going to try it 
this way forone year, and 
if that doesn't work, we'll 
close it down except for 
township business,” 
Pearsall said. “I called 


around to other town- 
ships, and most of them 
don’t rent out their halls 
at all because there’s so 
many problems in- 
volved.” 

Harold Shirey, an 
SMLA representative, 
said his group is being 
unfairly penalized for the 
bad conduct of others. 
“There are 87 families in 
our association; 47 of 
them in Echo Township,” 
he stated. “*We don’tleave 
a mess; we Clean up, put 
our chairs away and we 
always leave the hall as 
good or better than we 
found it.” 

A lengthy discussion 
resulted in a general con- 
sensus that the board 
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should adjust rates to re- 
flect the activity of the 
user; charging less for 
meetings and substan- 
tially more for wedding 
receptions and the like. 
Fees of up to $200, to be 
partially refunded if the 
premises are clean, were 
suggested. 

Audience members 
also challenged the 
township’s no-profit con- 
cept, urging officials to 
Tetain a portion of hall 
rental monics to upgrade 
the facility.

Roggenbeck. “We have a responsibility to be more 
alert to the possibility of these kids running into the 
Street.” 

“A lot of kids are just too excited about being 
outdoors, and they forget about basic safety rules, like 
checking forcars before riding into the street,” contin- 
ued the Sheriff. 

“Also, parents should take precautions when letting 
their children out to enjoy the weather,” said 
Roggenbeck.

Although homeowners who apply weed and feed 
fertilizers to their lawns possibly do not think of 
themselves as “pesticide applicators,” they are, ac- 
cording to Michigan State University Extension. 

One university study recently found thathomeowner 
use Of pesticides exceeded agricultural use when 
measured on an area basis. Homeowners applied 
proportionately more pesticides to their homesteads 
than farmers did to their crops. , 

The fact that many homes are situated on lakes and 
streams makes them a greater potential threat to water 
quality than threats from agricultural uses of pesti- 
cides and fertilizer.

lined him long enough to learn to fly a helicopter. 
Then he was right back in the action, on his third tour 
of duty, beginning in 1966. 

In 1967, he was shot down and held prisoner for 10 
days. He and his fellows learned about torture first 
hand from their Vietcong keepers. Forced to play 
‘Russian roulette’ until someone died, straight pins 
shoved under fingernails and many other horrors that 
DeVrou choses not to share with the students. 

“They could cause instant insanity,” he quietly tells 
the students, and they quietly try to understand. 

It was Russian roulette that helped De Vrou escape. 
He and two other officers were being forced in the 
torturous game by two North Vietnamese soldiers. 
The officer who was “playing” slid the barrel of the 
gun from his own temple toward one of the captors at 
the precise second it went off. The three quickly 
subdued the other guard and took off on the run. 

All seasoned veterans of the particular dangers of 
Vietnam, it took them three days, moving mainly at 
night and hiding by day, to make it to safety. De Vrou 
believes their collective experience is probably what 
helped them survive. 

Life expectancy in Vietnam was a matter of experi- 
ence, he explained. As an officer, he tried to get his 
men through the critical first 30 to 90 days. If they 
made it past then, they usually knew enoughto survive 
to the end of their tour. 

DeVrou found it very difficult to send his men into

dangerous action. His first tours (1960-62 and 1962- 
64) included ground patrols. He led 12-man units into 
the fields and jungles. 

“Our lives depended on each other,” he said. 

They slept in the grass and under trees, setting up 
traps to protect them from creeping enemies. But that 
only helped them avoid the human creepers, De Vrou 
told students. Many men were killed by snake bites — 
several types of cobras, as well as the green hognose 
viper, whose venom killed a grown man in three 
seconds. 

Sull, DeVrou says his most difficult job was when 
he came home to the States, He was assigned to escort 
bodies to burial. It still chokes him up to think about 
it— folding the flag and placing it in the hands of the 
grieving mother or widow. 

DeV rou resigned the Army in 1969, dealt with the 
tragedy of being called a baby-killer by his own 
countrymen, went to school, married, started a family, 
and generally went on with his life. But he always 
carried Vietnam with him. Slowly, he finds himself 
healing from the grief and pain. 

He attributes finding peace through his faith in 
God. His talks with students are also a path to ease and 
bear the memories. 

His ownchildren were the ones that pushed him into 
his speaking career. Students at Ellsworth, they talked 
him into speaking to their classmates. And to them, for 
he hadn’t said much at home about his experiences. 

“T was really nervous the first time,” he confesses.
